WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP) — 
The War Manpower Commission 
directed the selective service sys- 
tem today to instruct local boards 
to consult with Federal employ- 
ment service offices before draft- 
ing any individual “skilled in a 
critical war occupation.” 

The order was included in an 
eight-point program, announced by 
Chairman Paul V. McNutt, to pro- 
mote “the fullest utilization of the |’ 
manpower of the nation.” 

A Manpower Commission spokes- 


to bring about closer co-ordination 
between draft boards and employ- 
ment offices in the deferment of 
workers irreplaceable in war in- 
dustries. 

Objectives Listed. 

McNutt outlined the eight ob- 
jectives, to become effective June 
1, as follows: 

1. The United States Employ- 
ment Service shall prepare and 
maintain alist of those skilled oc- 
cupations essential to war produc- 
tion in which a national shortage 
exists. Such occupations will be 
designated as critical war occupa- 
tions. 

2. The War Production Board 
shall classify war plants and war 
products in the order of their 
urgency in the war program. 

3. The employment service shall 
make preferential referrals. of 
workers to employers engaged in 
war production in the order of 
their priority before making re- 
ferrals to othér employers. 

4. The employment service shall 
proceed immediately to analyze 
and classify the occupational ques- 
tionnaires distributed by the se- 
lective service system, to interview 
those individuals with skills in 
critical war occupations, and to 
refer them to job openings in war 
production work.

WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP).— 
Secretary of Commerce Jesse 
Jones told Senators today that he 
had recommended that the na- 
tion’s synthetic rubber capacity be 
raised from present plans for 800,- 
000 tons a year to 1,000,000, 

Jones also disclosed that Gov- 
ernment-financed plants for con- 
verting grains and other farm 
products into synthetic rubber 
would be increased from present 
plans for 80,000 tons to 200,000 
tons. 

Jones told a Senate Agriculture 
subcommittee that officials and ad- 
visers of the War Production 
Board were responsible for initial 
allocations of $650,000,000 for syn- 
thetic rubber going to plants that 
would use petroleum ‘products 
rather than grain and farm prod- 
ucts. He said WPB officials had 
reported that no alcohol was avail- 
able for rubber-making or that 
materials to build plants were un- 
available. * 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, asked Jones if he would com- 
ment on a story by the New York 
newspaper PM that RFC alloca- 


‘tions of Government funds for the 


synthetic rubber program had been 
dominated by the Mellon-du Pont- 
Rockefeller interests and the major 
oil, chemical and rubber interests. 
“I don’t think what I would say 
with regard to that would be good 
reading in public,” Jones replied 
as the crowd in the committee 
room laughed. 

Later Wheeler suggested that 
all whisky plants be converted to 
alcohol production needed for mu- 
nitions or making synthetic rubber 
because “we now have large enough 
stocks of whisky for the duration 
of the war.”

THREE BRITONS AWARDED 
HIGHEST WAR DECORATION 


LONDON, May 21 (AP).-—The 
Victoria Cross, Britain’s highest 
award for valor, was bestowed to- 
day on three men for the courage 
they displayed in the raid on St. 
Nazaire on March 28 when the 
destroyer Campbeltown, loaded 
with high explosives, was rammed 
into the dock gates. 

The three were Lieut. Command- 
er Stephen Beattie, 34 years. old, | 
now a German prisoner; Seaman 
William Savage and Commander 
Robert E.' D. Ryder. Savage, a 
gunner on one of the motor boats 
which accompanied the Campbel- 
town, was cited for engaging the 
Germang from an exposed position 
with “cool and steady accuracy” on 
the way in and out of the harbor 
until he was killed at his gun. 

Beattie’s citation was “in recog- 
nition not only of his own valor 
but also that of the unnamed of- 
ficers and men of the very gallant 
ship’s company, many of whom did 
not return.” 

Commander Ryder earned the 
decoration for his attack on “the 
heavily defended port.” He led 
the destroyer to a position at 
pointblank range and stayed ex- 
posed to heavy fire for 76 minutes.

The sailors — Robert Broomfield 
and Raymond Robison—are home 
on furlough while the Marblehead, 
which traveled 13,000 miles to 
reach the safety of an East Coast 
port, is laid up for repairs. They 
arrived about two weeks ago and 
do not have to report for duty 
until June 8. | 

Broomfield, in blue uniform with 
first class seaman insignia, and 
Robison, in Navy “whites” with 
second class machinist mate in- 
signia, rode in an open automobile 
during the brief parade through 
downtown Madison to the Madison 
High School gymnasium, where the 
meeting was held. 

Joining the sailors on the gym- 
nasium stage were public officials 
of Madison, Granite City and 
Venice and members of the Venice- 
Madison American Legion post, 
which sponsored the observance. 
All seating space was occupied, 
and many in the audience had to 
stand. 

In the audience were Broom- 


field’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. J ohn 


Broomfield, 2442 State street, Gran- 
ite City, and Robison’s father, Gus 
Robison, 1510 Seventh street, Mad- 
ison. Also present was Robison’s 
aunt, Mrs. Elizabeth Kowal of Mad- 
ison, who had reared him. since 
infancy. Broomfield is 25 years 
old, Robison, 22. 

The program, which was brief,

_ E, Randall Henderson, Memphis 
oil promoter, and his two St. Louis 
associates were found guilty by a 
jury last night of conspiracy; mail 
fraud and violation of the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Act in the sale 
-of oil leases to St. Louis specula- 
tors for more than $250,000. 

Canvicted with Henderson were 
Earl 8S. Way. of -Wébster Groves 
and Clarence M. Robins of Uni- 
versity City, who helped him to 
sell, for $10 an acre, oil leases 
which he acquired for 25.cents an 
acre. 

Sentence was deferred, at the 
request of the defendants, until 
June 4, when it will be imposed by 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore. In the interval 
counsel for the defendants will 
prepare a motion for a new trial. 

The convictions were on three 
counts of violating the SEC Act, 
three of mail fraud; and one of 
conspiracy. Maximum penalty for 
violating the SEC Act is a prison 
term of five years and a fine of 
$10,000 on each count. For mail 
fraud the maximum penalty is a 
prison term of five years and a 
fine of $5000 on each count. Maxi 
mum on the conspiracy count is a 
prison term of two years and a 
fine of $10,000. 

- The jury deliberated a little less 
than three hours after receiving 
the case at 5:15 o’clock last eve- 
ning. The trial required four weeks. 

“You Made It a Good Job.” 

Henderson, as the jury left the 
courtroom to begin its delibera- 
tions, walked over to the Govern- 
ment counsel table and took the 
hand of Assistant United States 
District Attorney David M. Robin- 
son, who conducted the prosecu- 
tion. With a friendly grin as he 
shook Robinson's hand, Henderson 
told him, “You had a job to do, 
and you made it a good job, Mr. 
Robinson.” 

His defense had been that he was 
engaged in a serious effort to find 
oil, in the West Tennessee plateau, 
and that those who bought leases 
from him knew they were gam- 
bling with their money. Ten wells 
were drilled, but no oil was struck. 
Henderson, in his testimony, had 
accounted for most of the money 
taken in from speculators as hav- 
ing been used to pay drilling and 
other expensés in connection with 
his operations, saying he took for 
his own services only about $5000 a 
ear. 

Some of those who lost money in 
his venture agreed with the Hen- 
derson version that he told them 
drilling for oil was a gamble, and 
that he made no “sure thing” prom- 
ises. The great bulk of the tes- 
timony. came, however, from specu- 
lators who testified they were told 
by one or another of the defendants 
than their investments were sure to 
make them rich. 

“When We Strike Oil.” 

Such expressions as “You'll get 
your money back every, time. the 
sun goes down,” and “Every day 
will be Christmas when we strike 
oil,” were quoted by Robinson in 
his final argument to the jury as 
having been promises often repeat- 
ed by the defendants.

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POLICY ON WAGES 

Davis Says Whether De- 

mand Was Made Before 
sage Is Not a Factor. 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP).— 
Chairman William H. Davis of the 
War Labor Board has indicated 
that pay. disputes will be settled 
in the future in the light of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s declaration of 
April 27 outlining to Congress an 
anti-inflation program which could 
freeze most wages at “existing 
levels.” 

Davis indicated during a wage 
hearing yesterday that the board 
in applying this policy should not 
consider how long disputes had 
beeh under discussion or how far 
advanced they were toward settle- 
ment. ‘ 

During the hearing ‘a union 


spokesman asked the board to bear . 


in mind that its wage demands in 
the Chase Brass & Copper Co. of 
Cleveland were made last Novem- 
ber and were certified to the board 
last February. 

“Is it your thought,” Davis asked, 
“that the board ought to do some- 
thing inconsistent with the Presi- 
dent’s policy ... merely because 
the negotiations were started be- 
fore the President's message?” 
Davis added that he was not say- 
ing what was or was not incon- 
sistent in this case. 

Paul Hutchins, appearing for the 
AFL International Association of 
Machinists, replied that he was not 
asking the board to do anything it 
felt it should not do, but repeated 
a contention that blame for failure 
to resolve the dispute before Apri} 
27 did not lie with the workers. 

Many of the board’s major wage 
cases, including Little Steel and 
Aluminum Company of America, 
were certified to the board as long 
as two months before the wage 
stabilization policy was ~ promul- 
gated. 

A panel report in the Chase 
Brass & Copper case was trans- 
mitted to the board five days be- 
fore the April 27 message. Two of 
the three panel members recom- 
mended a basic wage increase of 
6 to 8 cents per hour, plus a 
standardization within each classi- 
fication of work which would 
allow about 2 cents additional. 
The labor member of the panel 
filed a minority report supporting 
the union demand for a 10-cent in- 
crcase and urging that the stand- 
ardization issue be dealt with 
separately later. 

The company now offers a four- 
cent increase, plus standardization, 
both retroactive to Jan. 1. It 
‘pointed out that both of these also 
would be reflected in higher 
bonuses. Between 1400 and 1500 
employes in the Euclid (O.) plant 
would be affected.

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EASING OF ANTI-SMOKE LAW | 
AT KIRKWOOD IS DEPLORED

City Criticise Relaxation of Restrictions 
; on Hand-Fired —* 


Relaxation of its smoke elimina- 
tion ordinance by the City of Kirk. 
wood was deplored today by James 
L. Ford Jr., chairman of the Met- 
ropolitan Smoke Elimination Com- 
mittee and Mayor Matt C. —2 — 
of University City, a member of 
the committee, who was active in 
getting St. Louls County cities to 
enact the ordinance, 

The City Council of Kirkwood 

amended its ordinance 
to permit hand firing of coal with 
a volatile content up to 34 per 
cent, It was explained that the 
law, which formerly limited vola- 
tility of solid fuel to 23 per cent, 
was relaxed because dealers had 
complained they were unable to 
get delivery of sufficient quantities 
of smokeless fuel. 

“The Kirkwood Councilmen 
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8 working through certain deal- 


—— these dealers do not know 
where to get smokeless fuel which 
is being delivered to the City of St. 
Louis in tremendous quantities at 
present, I think the wholesale 
dealers of St. Louis could readily 
inform them, I hate to see any ac- 
tion based on misinformation with 
regard to available supplies. 

“Tl furthermore think it may 
prove just as difficult to secure 
supplies from the new source as 
it would have been to secure them 
from the old source. Surely this 
would be the case if others fol- 
lowed Kirkwood's example. The 
citizens of Kirkwood should let 
the Mayor. and Councilmen hear 
from them.” 


Fogerty, who served last year 
as president of the St. Louis Coun- 
ty League of Municipalities and 
was chairman of the committee 
which drew up the model smoke 
elimination ordinance which many 
cities in the county enacted, 
classed Kirkwood’s action “as un- 
warranted and‘ premature under 
existing circumstances.” 


“It is a disappointment and sur- 
prise to me to see the ordinance 
relaxed,” Fogerty said, “Personally, 
I see no reason for such action 
now. People of University City are 
putting in smokeless fuel every 
day. There would be time enough 
to relax the ordinance if and when 
a shortage of smokeless fuel de- 
velops.” 

Inability to get smokeless fuel 
for next winter may be avoided if 
people store fuel now, Fogerty 
said. “There is no shortage of the 
coal,” he asserted, “but a transpor- 
tation problem may develop dur-

Man Who Got Rehabilita- 
tion Job Says His 
Equipment at Time 
Was Worth $4400. 


WASHINGTON, May 21° (AP). 
—Charies F, Rohleder, general 
contractor for facilities at the 
Cramp Shipbuilding Co., denied 
today that he had been “slipped” 
a contract for rehabilitation work 
at the long-idle Philadelphia yard 
through a pre-arrangement with 
Ralph D. Weyerbacher, the com- 
pany’s general manager. 

Under questioning before the 
House Naval Investigating Com- 
mittee, he acknowledged that his 
equipment at the time he took the 
job had a “book value” of $4400, 
and that the work at Cramp’s was 
“the biggest job I ever had under 
my own name.” 

He said, however that he pre- 
viously. had direct charge of 
“bigger jobs” for other companies, 
among them construction of the 
dirigible hangar at the Lakehurst 
Naval Training Station, where 20 
years ago he first met Weyer- 
bacher, then a Navy commander 
in charge of the station. 

He said his first work at the 
shipyard resulted from a coniract 
he had negotiated with Weyer- 
bacher, but denied any knowledge 
of ‘a committee exhibit purporting 
to represent his bid and those of 
two other companies for the work. 

The committee has been investi- 
gating bidding practices on sub- 
contracts under the 10 million 
dollar rehabilitation program to 
utilize the yard for naval construc- 
tion. Witnesses previously had tes- 
tified that “complimentary” and 
“courtesy” bids were submitted in 
some instances after subcontracts 
had been let to meet a Navy re- 
quirement for at least two competi- 
tive bids. . Weyerbacher acknowl- 
edged that there were some 
“phony” bids in the demand for 
speedy work, but contended the 
work had been done economicaHy 


Rohleder denied he had asked 
contractors to submit © “phony” 
bids, and said that he had no 
knowledge of them until represen- 
tatives of the naval committee be- 
gan its investigation. 

Rohleder said he learned at the

Discrepancy in Totals. 

A total kept by the Associated 
Press from Navy reports and from 
independent sources showed sev- 
eral days ago that 191 ships had 
been lost in the Atlantic. The dis- 
crepancy between the 151 and the 
191, it was explained at the Navy 
Department, lies in the fact that 
the AP total includes ships of 
foreign registry reported lost in 
other than American waters. 

In addition to the 191 losses, 
there are others which have never 
been officially recorded. The 
Navy’s policy is to announce only 
those losses where there are sur- 
vivors either on the American 
coast or at some point from which 
the news could be almost certain 
in any event to become’ public. 
The objective is to keep from the 
enemy as many details of ship 
sinkings as possible. 

Many unreported losses go back 
for months, it was said at the 
Navy Department. The reason for 
this is that ships presumed lost— 
that is ships with which the op- 
erations division of the Navy has 
long lost touch—may later turn 
up. In one instance a ship had 
been presumed lost for two months 
and finally the loss was announced. 
Only a.short time later this ves- 
sel made an American port. It had 
been deflected far from its course 
and had not communicated by 
radio for fear of giving away its 
position. 

Reports of dissatisfaction with.

“More- 
over, we must expect a steady de- 
crease in economic freedom as the 
War goes on.” 

‘Hoover addressed the National 
Industrial Conference Board, a re- 
search organization, on “The Limi- 
tations of Freedom in War.” ‘While 
he stressed the necessity of “Fas- 
cist” measures in mobilizing the 
national economy, he said there 
was eq need to guard against 
their being frozen into American 
life after the war. oe 

Pleading for the retention of civil 
liberties, he asserted that “from a 
philogophical viewpoint” he would 
like to see the sixth columnists 
given a little more liberty.” He 
defined these as “the ones who dis- 
cuss the war or speculate or even 
criticise in private conversation.” 


‘Text of Address. 


The text of his address follows: 

The Conference Board has asked 
me to say something on the theory 
and practice of personal liberty and 
representative government during 
the war. However, when you are 
riding an earthquake there is a 
tendency to less interest in geology 
than the more immediate action. 


These are subjects to which the 
Conference Board, comprised as it 
is of representatives of business, of 
labor, and the other public, has 
given devoted service over many 
years. It has contributed greatly 
to objective discussion and dissem- 
ination of information that has 
been an inspiration and source ma- 
terial for the multitule of other 
organizations including our govy- 
ernment, 


We are in this war and the only 
road out of it is victory. There 
will be no personal liberty any- 
where if ‘we lose the war. 

Inside America we are vibrating 
between two poles. We are fight- 
ing to preserve personal liberty 
and representative govefnment in 
the world. Yet we must suspend. 
part of them at home, in order to 
win. And suspension. creates grave 
dangers because liberty. rapidly 
atrophies from disuse. Vested in- 
terests and vested habits grow 
around its restrictions. It would 
be a vain thing to fight the war 
and lose our own liberties. If we 
would have them return we must 
hold furiously to these ideals. We 
must challenge every departure 
from them. Thére are just two 
tests: “Is this departure necessary 
to win the war?” “How are we go- 
ing to restore these freedoms after 
the war?” : 

And the exploration of these 
questions calls for a calm and 
philosophical] disposition. But we 
have no right to complain. Our 
soldiers and sailors are deprived 
of all their freedoms except the 
right to grouse a little. But they 
will expect them back when they 
come home. 


Previous Experience; 
The Right to Grouse. 


Fortunately in this War we are 
The World 
War of 25 years ago was also a 
total war when there was total 
mobilization of the civilian popu- 
lation. It was a strange phenome- 
non in our national experience. We 
had to pioneer suspensions of lib- 
erty. We had to march through 
strange swamps of total mobiliza- 
tion of civilian. effort. We had 
to find our way in unknown and 
ambushed forests of peace-making 
and through the unrevealed and 
precipitous mountains of economic 
disorganization and restoration. of 
liberty after the war. No one had 
trod this human wilderness before. 
We were lost many times. We 
made many mistakes. The prob- 
lems of organjzation are today 
more intense as we have a larger 
part. in the war. But there is 
nothing in essence that differs 
from the last war. We then got 
some experience in what not to do. 
And we did some things success- 
fully, including winning the war. 
We may first contemplate the 
limitations on economic freedom, 
for here are the-maximum restric- 
tions. To win total war President 
Roosevelt must have dictatorial 
economic powers. There must be 
no hesitation in giving them to 
him and upholding him in them.

No public servant can be free of 
criticism if democracy is to con- 
tinue to live. But the first rule of 


criticism is that it must not take; 


the form of personal detraction 
and abuse. .We Americans have 
pioneered in the sadistic and high- 
er art of abuse—that is smearing. 
The great officers who lead our 
people in war must have respect. 
We may not agree with them, but 
they are patriotic Americans, giv- 
ing the utmost devotion to their 
tasks. The moral limitations on 
the liberty to smear shouldbe in- 
creased drastically as a war meas- 
ure.

It is by no means im- 
possible that his new discovery, 
using cradles borrowed from. the 
technique of shipyards, may be a 
factor in winning the war.

When the single building 
of Willow Run first looms on the 
sight of an approaching stranger, 
it could well be mistaken for a 
city. When at its peak, it will 
have a working population that 
might affect the census position of 
a metropolis, And only 13 months 
ago, the site on which it stands 
was a field of soybean stubble.

It is 
for this reason that his appointment as Deputy Ad- 
ministrator of the War Shipping Administration is 
very good news. Lewis Douglas knows how to get 
things done. He can take.a job and see it through. 
A mountain of work confronts him in his new post. 
As described by Rear Admiral Land, War Shipping 
Administrator, Mr. Douglas’ responsibility will be not 
only to join in planning but in directing the use of 
the merchant ships df the United States in the war 
effort. It will be his task to see that ships carry the 
cargoes which are most needed and that they move 
in the right lanes. In short, he is to untangle the 
He is to bring order and greatest 
utility to our ocean transportation. 

To a large extent, the provision of adequate 
shipping and its wise use is the crux of the war from 
the American standpoint. Certainly it is the vital- 
link between our production line and the firing line. 
Without a bridge of ships, all the tanks and arms 
and war supplies we manufacture will be of little 
use.. Without vessels to supply them, armies in the 
Pacific and in Europe will be of no avail. 

The deeper we get into the war, the greater this 
demand on shipping becomes. Now that our army in 
Ireland is much énlarged, the peed for ships for 
the Atlantic is greater than it ever was before, In 
the same way, transportation of men to Australia and 
elsewhere in the Pacific is only the start of the 
shipping for these men. They must be supplied, and 
that means continuous movement of arms and food 
and first-aid materials on the seas. And that re- 
quires, in turn, all-out, uninterrupted production in 
the shipyards of this country. 

But Americans have not only themselves to think 
about in connection with shipping. The very suste- 
nance of Britain may be said now to depend on what 
we send across the Atlantic. The Axis submarines 
have taken a heavy toll of British vessels. Norway, 
Dunkerque, Greece, Crete, Singapore, Rangoon—all 
these place names, to say nothing of others which 
might be mentioned, mean also ships that were sunk 
or burned or blown to bits. 

Yet as the British dependence on our shipping has 
grown greater, our own entry into the war has made 
it still more difficult to meet the British needs. A 
ship cannot haul food for embattled Englishmen 
across the Atlantic and at the same time transport 
munitions and surgical dressings to American sol- 
diers in New Caledonia. 

And Britain is not the only ally which has need 
of our supplies and our ships. By the active wars 
which they are waging, Russia and China may be 
said to have an even more urgent claim. Surely it 
is a heavy obligation on us to get to the Russians, to 
cite only one item, the thousands of trucks which 
have been produced in the United States but are 
standing in storage because the transportation is not 
available. . 

What are the prospects for solving this “most 
pressing” problem, as Chairman Truman of the Sen- 
ate Defense Investigating Committee calls it? With 
virtually half of 1942 gone, the pinch is certain to be 
great throughout the rest of this year. The launch- 
ing of the Liberty freighter John Page, at San 
Pedro yesterday just 70 days after work started on 
it, forecasts unprecedented production in 1943. The 
sooner such production can be achieved the better. 

Meantime, every single vessel in our merchant 
marine should be put to the best possible use. It 
should not go in one direction with one cargo when 
it would serve our war interests better to have it go 
in another direction with another cargo. That is the 
job of Lewis Douglas. The President moves to break 
a serious bottleneck in putting him at this all-im- 
portant work. An able man is on a big job. 
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HERBERT HOOVER’S SENSIBLE SPEECH. 

Some sound, realistic thoughts on civil liberties 
in wartime, and the paramount topic of winning the 
war and the peace, were expressed last night in the 
radio address by former President Herbert Hoover. 
Even those who had sharply disagreed with Mr. 
Hoover's political philosophy in past years must have. 
been impressed by the commonsense reasoning, bul- 
warked by experience with the same problems in 
World War I, that he brought to his treatment of 
today’s issues. 

It cannot be reiterated too often that we must 
subject ourselves to certain curtailments of civil 
liberties for the duration, that we must insist on 
getting these democratic privileges back after the 
war, but must never at any time ban criticism or 
embrace intolerance in our zeal for winning the war. 

Mr. Hoover’s own constructive speech is an ex- 
ample of the criticism that a free nation needs, and 
there are many other instances of invaluable criti- 
cism almost daily. It is not the criticism that does 
harm, as Mr. ‘Hoover pointed out, but the conditions 
against which it is directed. For instance, it would 
be far worse for the country if the Truman committee 
were forbidden, on grounds of maintaining morale, 
to expose profiteering and delays in the war pro- 
gram than if those evils went on without any: effort 
to disclose and correct them.

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A LABOR REBUKE TO WAR-PLANT STRIKERS. 

The AFL Central Trades and Labor Union displays 
an admirable sense of responsibility in its resolution 
stating that the Carpenters’ Union should be “severe- 
ly censured and criticised” for calling the recent 
strike at the Omar Tool and Machine Co. plant over a 
jurisdictional dispute with the machinists. 

The carpenters have already been censured and 
criticised by the public for their indefensible action. 
Everybody knows how vitally important it is for 
the country to have all-out, uninterrupted production 
of war materials at this critical time, The carpen- 
ters’ controversy with the machinists over which 
union should install machinery at the company’s new 
plant held up operations for nine days in this firm’s 
job of making gauges, tools and dies, the key im- 
plements of all war production. It was a work stop- 
page that interfered directly with the war program 
defied the Government and made citizens indignant. 

If anything could make this affair worse, it is the 
fact that the carpenters’ strike disregarded a local 
agreement between the two unions, and violated at 
least three pledges by labor leaders here that there 
would be no strikes in war industries. These broken 
promises were duly noted and condemned in the 
reports and resolution adopted at the Central Trades 
meeting. 

The rebuke to the strikers is all the more stinging 
and all the more significant because it comés from 
the highest local agency within the AFL itself. 

Leaders of wildcat strikes sometimes dismiss crit- 
icisms of their tactics by outside sources by charging 
that the critic is “anti-lapor.” No such accusation 
can be made in the case of this vigorous condemna- 
tion from the Central Trades and Labor Union. « Its 
censure can have no other purpose than denouncing 
a practice it considers harmful to the country and 
to labor itself. — 

If such a forthright stand as this is taken by other 
governing bodies of labor on every occasion when 
union chieftains or union men engage in, irresponsi- 
ble action, they can'do-a great deal for '

paid researchers and writers who have 
access to sources of official information not 
available to the newspapers. 

The men of OFF and their chief, Archi- 
bald MacLeish, are lecturing press and radio 
about what should be printed and broadcast 
to insure public support for the Govern- 
ment in the war effort, We suggest a 
really useful job for OFF. 

Let it dig up and make public the facts 
and figures about shortages and rationing. 

Let it clear up the dreadful confusion— 
the welter of conflicting official statements, 
charges, claims and alibis—which is shak- 
ing public confidence in the Government 
and creating resentment among the people. 

We have done our damnedest to discover 
the truth about rubber, about sugar, about 
gasoline on the East coast. We believe, 
from the ‘best information we can get, that 
there are serious shortages. We have urged 
our readers to conserve their tires and to 
co-operate cheerfully in sugar rationing. 

As\to gasoline, we have said that even 
Congressmen and Government officials 
ought to accept the same short rations as 
ordinary taxpayers in Washington and 
other Eastern communities. 

But what is the public to think— 

When the Office for Emergency Manage- 
ment asks newspapers to print articles en- 
titled “The Truth About Rubber,” and the 
lawyer for the Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee calls them “a bunch of tripe, put out to 
scare the country unnecessarily”?

things that hinder winning this 
war or that undermine free men 
in America both now and after the 
war. 

I could say a good deal in criti- 
cisim of the conduct of this war. 
But having been through one total 
war as a membe rof the American 
War Council, I lg.ow, probably bet- 
ter than most people, the difficul- 
ties of organizing democracy for 
total war. Although I have at 
times wanted to cry out yet know- 
ing the time needed to overcome 
difficulties I have suppressed that 
craving. Nor am I going to criti- 
cise the conduct of the war now, 
although I may be permitted to 
grouse just a little between some 
constructive suggestions, 


‘Adjourn Trying to 
Reform Freedom.’ 


My first suggestion is that we 
adjourn trying to reform freedom 
and to make America over anéw 
socially and economically during 
the war. This war is dangerous 
enough to require one single un- 
deviating purpose on the part of 
the Government. Most of our so- 
cial and economic gains will have 
gone by the board anyway, if this 
is a long war. After all, the great 
social gains of the last century 
were a mixture of liberty, com- 
passion, unlimited sugar, automo- 
biles and washing machines. 
These are at least getting scarcer. 

There will be plenty of time to 
exercise the spirit of reform after 
the war is over. The world is 
passing into different forms and 


shapes which no man can foresee. 
The things to reform will be far. 
different from what they now ap- 
pear. Just now such efforts divert 
the energies of the government 
and the people, they dislocate war 
effort and above all they create a 
thousand frictions, a thousand con- 
troversies, suspicions and  disin- 
tegrating currents which destroy 
unity in the people, ? 

I have, however, felt that we 
must be philosophical on these 
questions, for every. generation dis- 
covers the world and its tasks as 
being all new and strange to the 
human race. And it is a good 
thing that they do—or we would 
grow too old and lose our race vi- 
tality. 

But I would like again to. sug- 
gest that total war is not new. I 
venture the further idea that we 
generally have a little too much 
of the word New around about. In 
trying to get out of the age of mis- 
ery imposed by the last world war 
we have somewhat overworked 
this word New. It has become 
a signpost to some easy way, to 
escape. 

We have had in the last 25 years 
the New Freedom, the New Day, 
the New Era, the New Outlook, the 
New Epoch, the New Economy, the 


New Dawn, the New Deal, the New 


Proposal and the New Liberty. I 
coined one of them myself, but a 
newer thing came along. Now we 
are fighting against Hitler’s New 
Order and Tojo’s New Asia. This 
war seems to revolve around’ the 
word New. The New Testament 
being often omitted. But we must 
be philosophic. In times of change, 
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card the whole business and run 
for refuge in the word New. 

That word applies better to phys- 
ical things than to human f 
Indeed, when the sun rises in the 
morning we hail it as a new day. 
We cheer the passing of the night. 
But it is a false analogy in the 
march of civilization. Our chores 
for the new day were assigned the 
night before. Our abilities to per- 
form them were formed not only 
last year but over centuries or even 
geologic time, If the new day has 
no link with yesterday there will 
be chaos, — 


Substitute Words 

For Recurring ‘New.’ 

I wish sometimes we could 
change words once in a while. We 
might give some relief to this idea 
of New by substituting such ideas 
as ‘advance, progress or recovery. 
They would not only connote for- 
ward movement but: they would 
also connote that there were values 
in the past. They would connote 
stability instead of violence, 

In any event, there is no need to 
take on the: load of a new social 
and economic order in the. middle 
of this dangerous stream. It does 
not help us to get across. 

I will give you one of many in- 
stances of such burdens. .In .the 
New tax bill there is a New pro- 
posal which most seriously affects 
our educational institutions and 
our public charities. That New 
Proposal would ultimately under- 
mine the independence of our great 
universities and colleges. It will 
decrease the income of our hos- 
pitals and charities. In the mean- 
time, it will make more war on'the 


home front than it will pay for 
abroad, | . 

From the regions of the Past, 
I would like to make a construc- 
tive suggestion on both. certain: ex- 
cesses and certain privations in 
free speech. 

A few years ago in speaking 
from experience in the first World 
War, to the students of one of our 
universities, I said: 

“One of the emotions from that 
total war was rabid intolerance. 
National unity was essential in the 
face of national danger. But impa- 
tience of some people ran to intol- 
erances which themselves brought 
limitations not only on free speech 
but on other liberties. The demo- 
cratic governments did not need or 
did not want such violences. Intol- 
erance did it.” 

Our histories of that war teem 
with regrets over those attitudes 
and proofs that intolerance brought 
many material and spiritual losses. 
And above all that intolerance did 
not contribute to national unity. 

I suppose it is asking too much 


Of tumult — humanity ts out being Sixth —— The 
often enough determined to dis+|excommunication of that category 


of evildoers puts too great a weight 
on our national safety valve, — 

Nor does this create unity. Unity 
is not to be confused with uniform- 
ity. When uniformity comes we 
will have *ceased to be free men, 
Those who would reduce us to a 
collection of parrots do not know 
the meaning of America. It is 
from our diversity that we sharpen 
our. wits, gain in initiative and 
strength over regimented peoples. 
That is the whole distance between 
the spirit of America and the spirit 
of totalitarianism. We have Unity 
on the only issue that counts now. 


After all, what counts in war is— 


tare the people willing to fight and 


die for their country? Are they 
willing to suffer the greatest griefs 
that can come to people in the loss 
of loved ones? Are they willing to 
work and work and work to pay 
and pay until they are exhausted? 
The American people today are 
willing and doing just that. 

And 1 would like a ticket to 

grouse a little over one other use 
of free speech, Just for -mental 
comfort we could use a little less 
quantity of free speech in some par- 
ticulars, Some of us are getting a 
little sensitive oyer having our mo- 
rale artificially lifted. Especially 
more often. than once a week. Our 
people can take defeat after defeat 
and keep at this job. Our people 
are not complacent or apathetic 
about this war; they are getting 
pretty mad at being told that they 
are unconceriued and that “this is 
war” as if they do not know it 
with aching hearts at every fire- 
side. 
_ We folks at home and our boys 
in the camps can,take anything 
that comes in this war—and take 
it standing up—except being told 
our morale is too low. 

We have three major tasks be- 
fore the nation. We must win this 
war if we would preserve liberty. 
We must secure recovery after the 
war of our suspended liberties. We 
must secure lasting peace if liberty 
is to live. I have three more sug- 
gestions to these ends. 


First, to win the war we need 
develop the most effective organi- 
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Italians, and I expect the Japa- 
nese, have such councils, I believe 
the time has come when America 
should have a more definite War 
Council embracing in its members 
the civilian heads of the great war 
agencies, It should sit directly 
with the President as many times 
a week as is necessary. Within 
such a body a vast amount of co- 
ordination, overlap and conflicting 
policies, which are the inevitable 
consequence of war,. could be 
planed out. Perhaps also it could 
detour a little of these reforms in 
liberty until after the war, 


Second, In the last war ‘we 
made little advance preparation to 
cross the precipitous mountains of 
after-war disorganization or of 
methods to recover the lost free- 
doms. We were then ignorant of 
what lay ahead. We know more 
about it this time. We need to 
think out economic reconstruction. 
We must think out the recovery of 
freedom. And that preparedness 
can come only from organized ‘ob- 
jective research and public debate. 
It must come from many sources 
and many places and not from the 
Government alone. It is a safe area 
for vigorous speech. 

Third. The last time we did not 
prepare for peace-making. ~- 

We were told: “Destroy the 
Kaiser first. Discuss peace after- 
wards.” Today, again, it is “Hitler, 
Mussolini and Tojo must be first 
destroyed; we cannot discuss peace 
until that is done.” 


We went to the Peace Confer-

But today 
some war intolerance at the hands 
of self-appointed persons and or- 
ganizations has already, in five 
months, risen to.great heights.

Neither in what it says nor what 


Jit leaves unsaid is this, I submit, a 


realistic. report on the shipping 
problem. The grim truth is that 
ships are being sunk faster than 
they are being built; that almost 
certainly the German submarines 
are coming into action faster than 
we are sinking them; that while 
the need for shipping is increasing- 
in order to supply our outposts, and 
our main war fronts in the Pacific, 
in the Middle East, in Russia and 
in Great Britain, the supply of 
available ships is diminishing. If 
any one, then, allows himself to be- 
come “assured” or to believe that 
the shipping problem is being 
“eased,” that it is not critically seri- 
ous and of decisive importance on 
the outcome and length of the war, 
he is not facing the facts. 
* * * 

HE brightest aspect of the pic- 

ture is the one which the White 
House statement dwells upon, 
namely the fact that the shipyards 
are now geared up to fabricate an 
immense number of ships. The ca- 
pacity of the yards is now beyond 
anything ever attempted in the 


history of shipbuilding, and if this 


fabricating capacity could be put 
to full use, the output of ships in 
the next eighteen months would be 
enormous, 

How big it will actually be does 
not depend primarily on the ship- 
yards, but on the flow of materials 
and parts to these shipyards. That 
is why there are many who, recog- 
nizing what Admiral Land and Ad- 
miral Vickery have accomplished 
in the shipyards, nevertheless 
argue that the basic problem of 
ship production has not been mas- 
tered. The fabricating yards are 
the end of the process of produc- 
tion, but only the end of it, and 
that is why we shall not be able to 
speak of the success of the ship- 
building program until the War 
Production Board has organized 
much more effectively the flow of 
materials.

This has not yet been done. To

the pressure of constructive criti- 


ciates will need a ger deal of 
strong public support if they are 
to overcome the inertia of Govern- 
ment departments and the routine 
of private business and thus be 
able to allocate and ration and reg- 
ulate among the vast number of 
primary and intermediate produc- 
ers. Rationing gasoline is child's 

play compared with this problem, 
and much more depends upon it. 
Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that the shipping problem cannot 
be solved merely by building ships, 
and it is a very dangerous error to 
think that we can build more ships 
than the Axis can sink. As things 
are going now the equivalent or 
more than the whole year’s output 
of the American shipyards will be 
at the bottom of the sea ‘even if 
the program is fully realized. With 
the ships that are being sunk fast- 
er than they can be built there go 
down the precious cargoes and the 
even more precious lives of the 
‘crews. We have, therefore, no 
ground whatever for any such 
complacent feeling as the White 
House statement could lead the 
people to have, and it is our im- 
perative duty to cast aside all com- 
placency ‘over the shipping prob- 
lem. We are not solving it, and 
we are not even “easing” it. The 
problem is getting the better of us, 
and no matter now favorable the 
news from Europe seems for the 
moment to be, if we do not master 


play our part in the war, we can- 
not hasten or even participate ef- 
fectively in the decision. 
* o . 

HE really critical point now is 
in the use and in the protection 
of ships. These two are much 
more closely related than might 
at first appear. It is plain that 
by taking extraordinary measures, 
it would be possible to dig up for 
direct military use more _ ships 
than now seem to be available. 
This was done in 1918, and it can 
be done again. 

| Now in so far as these mobilized 
ships are used to carry the war 
to the enemy—by reinforcing the 
British air offensive and the Rus- 
sian front, by making possible 
commando raids and the occupa- 
tion of strategic points—they make 
all shipping safer. A ship which 
carries to England a load of bombs 
that are then dropped on a sub- 
marine base has made shipping in 
the Caribbean that much safer.

Use of Gas 
In Wartare

EN most familiar with its 

various aspects state that the 

use of gas is one of the least 
brutal methods of warfare. Neither 
at the time or afterward is gas 
poisoning nearly as bad as gun- 
shot wounds. 


Prentice said in 1935: “If the 


man who is gassed survives the 
war, he comes out body-whole as 
God made him, not the legless, 
armless or deformed cripple pro- 
duced by the rending effects of 
high explosive gunshot wounds 
and bayonet thrusts.” 

The real reason for the lack of 
the use of gas so far in this war 
is that practically nobody who was 


in retreat had gases to use or 4, 


chance to use them. A prominent 
military observer told me the other 
day that it is quite possible. the 
Germans will use gas as a de- 
fensive measure if they have to 
retreat before the Russian army 
this spring. The Russians and the 
Greeks didn’t have gas so they 
couldn’t use it when they retreated. 


Gas is a poor weapon to use. 


on the offensive, because if you 
lay down a barrage of gas, you 
have to mdve your own army im- 
mediately into it, while the other 
army moves away from it. War 
gases are classified on the basis 
of their chemical ;ruperties and 
the kind of action they have. They 
can also be very ca.tfuliy selected 
with a view to their particular 
kind of action to tactical advan- 
tage. There are five general kinds 
of war gases: 
Lachrymators—These have a 
more or less selective action on 
the eye. In other words, they can 
be breathed in without doing any

Life has been very full for the 
soft-voiced Louisiana-born girl 
since she became the wife of the 
aviator during the first World 
Wer. He was a Second Lieutenant 
then. She’s been his best friend— 
but never severest critic — up 
through the years which have 
brought him a generalship and a 
Congressional Medal of Honor. The 
going hasn't always been smooth, 
but “Jo” Doolittle takes bad breaks 
and good with equal grace. 

The Doolittles lived in St.

Doolittle decided early in her hus- 
band’s career that she would have 
to arrange her home so that she 
could travel with him when the 
opportunity presented, or she 
would lose a lot of her husband's 
companionship. She often re- 
marked that she saw more of her 
husband out of town than in. She 
kept her bag packed so that when 
he came home to say, “Flying 
to Cleveland tonight, and have 
room for a passenger,” she was 
ready to be that passenger. She 
has accompanied him on many 


flights and has an impressive num- 
ber of hours in the air. 

Unlike many wives of famous 
aviators, she has never attempted 
to learn to pilot a plane—in fact, 
does not even drive a car. She 
prefers to let the men in the fam- 
ily tend to the engines. She has 
been quick to adapt herself, how- 
ever, to any situation wherein she 
felt her assistance might be help- 
ful to her husband’s career. In 
1929, Doolittle was given leave 
from the Army to study for a de- 
gree in aeronautics at Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. Mrs. 
Doolittle accompanied him: to Bos- 
ton. She learned to use a type- 
writer with special mathematical 
symbols in order to be able to type 
his thesis for his doctorate. 

In 1940, when her’ husband vol- 
unteered hig services to the Army 
long before this country was in- 
volved in the war, Mrs. Doolittle 
accepted his decision unquestion- 
ingly. Within a few days she had 
disposed of their home and ar- 
ranged for another in Indianapolis, 
where he was stationed. “Jimmy 
must have a place to light,” she 
said. They were soon ordered to 
Detroit, and then to Washington. 
This meant more work for the 
General and a reunion with old 
friends for his wife. 

Over and over, Mrs. Doolittle 
has been confronted with the pos- 
sibility that every aviator’s wife 
must face—a serious crackup. 
Once when Doolittle’s plane was 
grounded in the swamps of Lou- 
isiana, and nobody could find him, 
friends sought to keep Mrs. Doo- 
little from becoming aware of their 
anxiety. When it was over, she 
told them she had suspected the

Declarer fol- 
lowed to two rounds and on the 
third had to blank his heart king 
in order to retain the K-Q of 
clubs. East’s fourth diamond now 
put declarer to rout. He could not 
let go the heart king without es- 
tablishing East’s queen and sub- 
jecting himself to a continuing 

squeeze. His actual discard of a 
club, however, was no better. East 
led the club jack and West took 
three more tricks with the ace, 
ten, and seven.
